\VISIT-TO MALAYA. 


SINGAPORE’S EXAMPLE. 


‘ Inehis report ‘on Malaria Control 
in Malaya and Assam Sir Ronald 
‘Ross states: ‘‘ Maltarial fever is 
perhaps the most important of dis- 
enses from the economic point of 
view, because it haunts almost all 
warm countries, especially the most 
fertile rural areas, where it affects 
millions of people including children 
travellers, planters, traders, officials, 
and troops; causes probably one or 
two million deaths every year | be- 
sides an immense: amount of per- 
sistent sickness, and is almost con- 
stantly present at certain. seasons’ 
of the year. Efforts to control. it 
are therefore of the utmost import- 
ance to the human race,’ : 
Mosquitoes and Patients. 

Of the methods for. controlling 
Malaria, Sir Ronald writes:— 

“The, number of new. cases . of 
tmalarin must depend ‘not only on 
‘the number of carrying Anopheles 
but on the number of old cases of 
malaria from which the Anopheles 
Carry the parasites to the new cases, 
and not only on these, but. on the 
accessibility both of the old and 
new cases to. the msects.
